Ever-since the Senate tabled the Gore 
resolution, létters and telegrams have 
been coming’ to the White House from 
persons all over the country praising 
the.

Most of the. let- 
ter writers.give as their reason for com- 
municating with the Président the state- 
ment he made in his speech at the Grid- 
rirén Club dinner on’ Feb. 26, that he 
would rather know what was being 
said around the firesides of the country 
than what--was talked about in the 
cloakrdoms of Congress.

Turkey Awaits Result ; 
of Great Verdun Battle

ATHENS, March 7, (Dispatch to 
The London Daily Chronicle.)—Be- 
fore the attempted assassination of 
Enver Pasha (it is reported in some 
quarters here that the Young Turk 
leader has since dfed) the whole new 
‘Turkish Commission met, with all the 
Ministers present.. The Grand Vizier 
upheld_the contention that immediate 
peace should be concluded with the 
Allied Great Powers, but in the end 
4 the committee decided to await the 
result of the present fighting on the 
French front. 

It was in view of. certain potential 
eventualities that the Ottoman Gov- 
ernment instructed the local authori- 
ties to carry out the clearance-of 
mines from the passage’ of.the Dar- 
daneliles. 











PETROGRAD, March 8. — Russian

Only 16 Armenians Alive in Erserum. 

LONDON, March 8—The Russians 
found only, sixteen Armenians alive in

Armenian Refugees Here. 

The armed Italian liner America ar- 
rived.in the bay yesterday from Naples 
and Genoa with 187 cabin passengers 
and 1,727 steerage passengers, the larg- 
est. number’ of -immigrants ‘brought to 
this country on any one ship since the 
war began. Many of the Italians on 
board. were young and* able-bodied, but 
they. explained that the Htalian Govern- 
ment had: released them from military 
service because they had families in 
this ‘country.

‘Instead, she 
was informed that the committee had 
decided to postpone action until next 
week. 

Mrs, ‘Whitehouse’ said later that she 
held Senator Brown responsible for the 
delay. Senator Brown did not take the 
trouble to deny the impeachment. 

“We are as puzzied and impatient | 
as can be,” said Mrs. Whitehouse. ; 
“We cannot understand why there 
should be any further delay. We think 
‘en we have been very badly treated by

GERMAN LAW EXPERT'S VIEW. 


Dr. Teich Says Berlin Never Agreed 
to Arming of Merchantmen.

$30,300 FOR INJURED MINER. 


kaye Wins Verdict Here for Acci- 
dent in Pennsylvania. 


Walter Lawry, a miner, got a verdict 
yesterday from a jury in Justice New- 
burger’s part of the Supreme Court for 
$30,300 from the Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western Railroad Company for inju- 
ries received in an explosion in the 
Auchincloss Colliery, near Scranton, 
Penn., on May 14, 1914. The explosion 
was due to marsh gas, set'on fire by a 
miner’s lamp that had dropped from his 
hand. One miner was killed outright 
and Lawry was injured, the flesh of 
both of his hands being burned off. He 
was also so badly burned on the chest 
that skin grafting was resorted to. 

Lawry's counsel, Max Greenwald, con- 
tended that the mine foreman had been 
derelict in. permitting the gas to accu- 
mulate.

FOREIGN TRADE METHODS. 

Epwakp N, HuRLer, Vice Chairman 
of the Federal Trade Commission, ad- 
dressing the New York Trade Press 
Association, made a practical sug- 
gestion for safeguarding the foreign 
trade relations of this country in the 
new era now opening. One is that our 
producers shall not unduly increase 
productive capacity by. excessive in- 
vestments of fixed capital until they 
have fully developed the capacity now 
existing. By working the plants in 
night shifts capital will be left free 
for other ‘uses, and there’ will be-no 
repetition of the experience when mil- 
lions were tied up in plants running 
three days a week: to supply the do- 
mestic market,. with mo: returns on 
the investment.” ‘Hé remarks that the 
great cash resources of several in- 
dustrials put ‘them in a position to 
finante’ greater businéss than ever be- 
fore, and without special assistance 
from. bankers, particularly in foreign 
trade, - That was the manner ‘in whieh 
the German dye trade’ got its’ ‘start

‘Tt So 
Another feed of our foreign* trades 
organization of sellers to deal. with 
foreign combinations of buyers.

THE BRITISH FLEET. 

Shadowy ships-of the German fleet 
are often seen by enthusiastic Ger- 
man correspondents coming out of 
Kiel Harbor or cruising in the Baltic 

or the North Sea, They are looking 
for the British, who avoid a fight. 
Joy fills the heart of the home folks. 
Where is the Mistress of the Seas 
now? Fine individual romantic ex- 
ploits like those of the Miwe are cele- 
brated almost as if they were a Tra- 
falgar. The Germans have paid high 
fot a navy. Théy have an admirable 
havy, excellently manned and offi- 
cered. The only trouble with ‘it. is 
that the British«are too strong for it. 
The undersea campaign has made 
only-a scratch on the British merchant 
marine. The statement of Mr. BaL- 
Four, First Lord of the Admiralty, in 
the House of Commons Tuesday, shows 
that, in spite of the loss of nine capital 
ships and eight cruisers, the British 
Navy. is now about twice as strong as 
it was at the beginning of the war. 

Tts strength has increased by a mil- 
liorf tons. In‘all fighting units, except 
armored cruisers, a class which has 
in the last ten years been replaced in 
new construction by battle cruisers, 
this doubling has occurred. In spite 
of the loss of armored cruisers and 
the fact that successors to them have 
not been built, the British superiority 
in that class, Mr. BaL¥rour says, is 
“enormous and incontestable.” The 
air service has been decupled. Ships 
have been constructed more rapidly 
than at any other time in British naval 
history. Foreign warships, building 
in British yards, have been bought. 

“In dreadnoughts, battleships, dread- 
= nought cruisers, light cruisers, de- 
“ stroyers, submarines, and patrol boats 
“and guns,’ there has been “a great 
augmentation.” According to unoffi- 
cial information, fourteen new super- 
dreadnoughts -have been added to the 
fleet. .-The increase. in this class, and 
in battle cruisers, swift as a destroyer, 
gun-powerful as a dreadnought, is 
notable. 

" ‘Without the British fleet France 
would have lost her colonies and her 
cause. Italy could not have entered 
the war. The Mediterranean would be 
a German and Austrian lake. The 
inestimable, the primary, value of the 
fleet to the Allies is too often for- 
gotten. It has practically swept Ger- 
man war and mercantile vessels from 
the «se A raider or two may be

A quarrel so full of 
possibilities in the way 
of making the judi- 
cious. grieve, delight-

is the one that has broken out_ between 
the Secretary of the Treasury and one 
James L. Gresn, a’ member of the 
Massachusetts Senate, certainly should 
not be allowed to subside°after a single 
interchange of accusation and denial.
